Council is to be sued 
over asbestos death

A WIDOWER is suing the council 
after a coroner ruled that his wife 
died after coming into contact with 
asbestos during her teaching career 
at a school. 

The inquest confirmed that Mrs 
Hazel MacDonald died from epithe¬ 
lioid mesothelioma - a cancer which 
is triggered by asbestos. The inquest 
followed her death on March 6, 2012. 

Her widower Ian MacDonald, 69, of 
Topstreet Way, Harpenden, now 
claims that his wife Hazel contracted 
the terminal cancer from spores at 
Denbigh Infant School, on Denbigh 
Road, Luton, where she worked for 25 
years. 

After being diagnosed with the 
disease in 2010 it grew and spread 
until she died. 

Asbestos was once used widely as an 
insulation material before the risks 
were known. The disease is caused by 
asbestos fibres being lodged in the 
lungs where they may sit for many 
years before the symptoms occur. 

Mr MacDonald said: “I am taking 
legal action because the death of my 
wife could have and should have been 
avoided. 

“Hazel never mentioned to me that 
she was aware that the school con¬ 
tained asbestos or that there was any 
work being done to remove asbestos. 

“The only thing I do recall is that she 
was often annoyed at the levels of dust 
in the air in her classroom seen in the 
sunlight. But she put this down to a 
problem of working in an old and 
drafty school. 


“It is horrific to think now that it is 
that dust which may have been 
responsible for her death. 

“I’m not carrying out this legal 
challenge for money. I know nothing 
can bring my wife back which is what 
I really want. 

“My aim now is to get evidence that 
the school is now completely free of 
asbestos.” 

Malcolm Underhill, solicitor for Mr 
MacDonald, said: “The presence of 


asbestos in schools is a significant 
problem and puts many at risk of 
serious harm. 

“During a House of Commons 
debate in 2012, the All-Party 
Parliamentary Group on Occupational 
Safety and Health emphasised that 
‘tens of thousands of school children 
and teachers’ could be unaware of 
being exposed every day to asbestos. 

“This latest tragedy highlights the 
risk of serious ill health that many 


adults and children face.” 

A spokesman for Luton Borough 
Council said: “We can confirm that we 
recently received a letter about this, 
and the council and the school are 
co-operating with an internal 
investigation which is now underway 
to establish the facts so we can 
respond to this claim. 

“It would be inappropriate to 
comment further until this has 
concluded.” 


Busway faces 
four month 
delay due to 
‘bad weather’ 

THE highly anticipated 
£82.9m Luton Dunstable 
Busway project has fallen 
behind schedule due to 
bad weather. 

The project was original¬ 
ly due for completion on 
Friday April 19. 

However Luton Borough 
Council has admitted that 
based on the latest sched¬ 
ule, the completion date is 
expected to be Wednesday 
Tune 26. 

A council spokesman 
said: “The main cause of 
delays has been prolonged 
bad weather over the last 
year. 

“The completion date 
includes a three month 
period for commissioning. 

“This period will include, 
but is not limited to, test¬ 
ing journey time runs on 
the whole busway route to 
verify the timetable for 
busway services, driver 
training and testing of 
various emergency sce¬ 
narios. 

“This also includes the 
completion of cabling for 
CCTV passenger help 
points and real time 
passenger information 
displays for stops.” 

As well as bad weather, 
work on the busway was 
halted in October, when 
‘unknown utility appara¬ 
tus’ was found under a 
stretch of Church Street. 

Contractors had to stop 
work until they had estab¬ 
lished whether the appa¬ 
ratus was live or could be 
removed. 

However, the authority 
assured residents that the 
project was ‘on track’.

prices increase 
£1.4m profits 


Parking 

despite

CHARGES for car parks have been 
increased by Luton Borough 
Council even though they have 
raked in almost £1.4m profit in the 
last two years. 

Figures published by the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists 
show that the authority made 
£764,000 in profit from car parks 
in 2010/2011 and £624,000 in the 
following year. 

Despite the profit figures a 
number of price rises have been 
implemented at car parks across 
the town this week. 

The price of an hour’s parking 
has gone up lOp in Crawley Road, 
Chapel Viaduct, South Road and 
Silver Street. 

In addition, the cost for a 
Residents’ Parking Permit has 
increased from £29 to £48 per 


year, while a Carers’ Permit has 
increased from £23 to £38. 

Elsewhere, the on-street parking 
around Leagrave railway station 
has increased by 33 per cent for an 
all day stay, which has disappoint¬ 
ed local commuters. 

Keith Mason, 33, from Lewsey 
Farm, Luton, said: “I’ve had 
enough now. 

“Not only have I been hit with 
increases to train travel, but now 
the prices to park my car have 
gone up too! 

“The charge has increased from 
£3 to £4 a day. A pound increase 
doesn’t sound like a lot, but over 
time it all adds up.” 

New charges for parking have 
also been introduced in Hitchin 
Road, Burr Street. 

A spokesman from Luton 
Borough Council said: “Not all car 
parking charges are being 
increased - a significant number 


including those in Vicarage Street 
carpark, Luton, are being reduced, 
some by as much as 23 per cent. 

“Parking charges have been the 
subject of an extensive review. The 
council has also agreed that the 
prices for on-street charges and 
car park charges will be fixed for 
three years until they are reviewed 
in 2015. 

“The changes were advertised on 
December 9 and have also been 
displayed on ticket machines in 
car parks. 

“No feedback was received and 
so the charges were implemented 
on January 5. 

“The charges for on-street park¬ 
ing around Leagrave Station have 
been increased by 33 per cent for 
all day stay - from £3 to £4 for all 
day peak parking - but this still 
represents excellent value for 
money for commuters,” added the 
spokesman.

POPULATION STUDY 

A NEW study has revealed that 
white Britons make up less than 
half the population of Luton. 

The figures compiled by the 
University of Manchester show 
that white Britons comprise 45 per 
cent of the population, Pakistanis 
make up 14 per cent and 
Bangladeshis seven per cent. 

The study added that despite 
the town becoming more 
ethnically diverse, 81 per cent of 
residents in Luton said they 
identified as British. 

The report said: “We already 
know from other sources that 
British identity is felt at least as 
strongly by those of minority 
ethnicity as those of white 
British ethnicity.” 

CASE TO BE HEARD AGAIN 

A JURY has been discharged in the 
case of Sultan Khan, who is 
accused of the murder of a 
mother-of-three at her home 
in Luton. 

Shobna Jethwam, 44, was found 
dead in her Butely Road home on 
September 9, 2011. 

The case, which was opened to 
the jury on Tuesday, was stopped 
by Judge Andrew Bright QC on 
Thursday after legal arguments. 

It is due to begin again before a 
new jury at St Albans crown court 
on Monday. Sultan Khan, 51, 
denies murder. 

WINTER WEATHER WARNING 

DRIVERS and pedestrians have 
been urged to take extra care as a 
spell of colder wintry weather is 
expected to move in. 

Residents are also requested to 
look out for elderly and vulnerable 
family, friends and neighbours, as 
the Met Office has issued a yellow 
alert for widespread ice this 
morning. 

The chance of snow continues 
through the day and next week. 

Cllr Dave Taylor said: “The 
council is well prepared for winter 
and during a cold spell our 
highways engineers monitor the 
situation around the clock and 
treat as many roads as possible 
when appropriate. 

“But clearly it’s not possible for 
us to treat every road so we 
concentrate resources on keeping 
the busier routes clear.” 

Drivers have also been advised 
to check tyre tread depths and 
pressures, anti-freeze levels, and 
the condition of wiper blades and 
batteries. 


Follow the sign to make your ‘delveries’ 

EAGLE-EYED readers have spotted 
the same spelling mistake on two 
signs on the same road. 

One street sign at the bottom of 
Hazelbury Crescent, Luton reads 
‘Supermarket delveries’ (sic) and 
points towards a nearby Sainsbury’s. 

Unfortunately the error is repeated 
on another sign across the street on 
Dunstable Road. 

One resident said: “I could not 
believe my eyes when I saw this. 

“Surely the people who put up the 
sign would have noticed at the time 
that the spelling wasn’t right. 

“If they did not spot it first time, you 
think they would notice second time. 

“Maybe it is just a sign of the times, 
and people aren’t really too interested 
in spelling and grammar anymore.” 

A spokesman for Sainsbury’s said: 

“The signs are part of the adopted 
highway network and are therefore 
the responsibility of Luton Borough 
Council.” 

We did ask the authority whether 
they were responsible for the signs, 
and whether they would be replaced, 
but they were unable to respond to us

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Anger at report over 
councillors’ allowances

THE leader of the Liberal 
Democrats in Luton says he is 
‘astonished’ that a report 
regarding members’ allowanc¬ 
es will not be discussed at a 
council meeting because the 
chief executive has not seen it. 

The document, which was 
created by an independent 
panel of residents, is believed 
to suggest the members allow¬ 
ances should be reduced from 
£7,500 to £7,000. 

This decrease would be of 
more significance to the leader 
of the council, the executive 
members and leaders of the 
opposition, as the base rate 
figure acts as a multiplier for 
further allowances. 

The report was due to be 
discussed at a meeting of the 
full council on Thursday, 
January 15. 

Here the council would have 
had the power to either accept 
or reject the recommenda¬ 
tions, but the item has been 
mysteriously removed from 
the agenda. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Councillor David Lranks told 
Luton on Sunday: “It’s clear 
someone doesn’t like what the 
report says but it is an inde¬ 


pendent report, written by an 
independent panel and they 
should be allowed to say 
whatever they like. 

“What is the point of the 
council appointing an inde¬ 
pendent panel if someone is 
then going to censor what they 
say? This is a disgraceful situa¬ 
tion, it’s a kick in the teeth for 
the independent panel and I 
hope the panel members 
express their outrage in 
suitable terms.” 

When told that the authority 
had delayed the presentation 
of the report as the chief exec 
hadn’t yet seen it, Cllr Lranks 
added: “I am astonished. 

“There are lots of reports that 
the chief executive doesn’t 
look at or sign off - especially 
now that he has three hats to 
wear with responsibilities for 
other councils. 

“I’m pretty sure that this isn’t 
the reason the report has been 
removed from the agenda, but 
whether we will ever find the 
real reason out, I don’t know.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Borough Council, said: “The 
chief executive had not seen 
the report and therefore with¬ 
drew it from the agenda. 

“The report will be discussed 
at the next meeting of Lull 
Council on Wednesday 
Lebruary 20.”

MPs slam new benefits legislation 


NEARLY 20,000 families in 
Luton will be worse off 
under the Government’s 
controversial Benefit 
Up-rating legislation, say 
the town’s two MPs - Kelvin 
Hopkins and Gavin Shuker. 

MPs voted on the Bill, 
coined the ‘strivers’ tax’, in 
Parliament earlier this 
week. 

Under new legislation all 
working age benefits includ¬ 


ing tax credits and child 
benefit will be capped at a 
rise of one per cent per year, 
lower than the current infla¬ 
tion rate of 2.2 per cent. 

The changes are part of the 
government’s £15billion 
package of welfare cuts 
which were announced in 
the Chancellor’s Autumn 
Statement last year. George 
Osborne and David 
Cameron say that their wel¬ 


fare policies are targeting 
the work-shy and benefit 
‘scroungers’, but it has been 
revealed that two thirds of 
those who will lose out are 
people in work. 

Luton North MP Kelvin 
Hopkins said: “The cut is 
about the same in money 
terms as the cut in the top 
rate of tax for the rich, so 
that the poor are paying for 
the billionaires’ extra cash. 


“I completely reject the 
government’s campaign to 
demonise the poor.” 

Gavin Shuker MP for Luton 
South added: “Kelvin and I 
voted to protect hard work¬ 
ing families in Luton by 
opposing this Bill. Those 
affected will be the people 
who are already facing the 
rising cost of living, who get 
up early to go and work to 
provide for their children.”

New police 
appeal in Felix 
investigation

DETECTIVES are trying to track 
down a man who apparently fell 
into the river in Bedford town 
centre as part of the enquiries into 
the death of Luton man Felix Yorke. 

Officers are investigating two 
reported incidents which may or may 
not be linked to Felix’s death as they 
try to piece together his last 
movements. 

Bedfordshire Police are also 
appealing for information as to why 
the 25-year-old would have been in 
Bedford at the time, and believe this 
may hold the key to the investigation. 

Felix (pictured) was found in the 
River Great Ouse on New Year’s Day 
near to the junction of The 
Embankment and Shaftesbury 
Avenue. 

Police and the fire service had 
already searched the banks of the 
river where it runs under Prebend 
Street on Friday November 30, and 
again the next morning. 

This was in response to a call from 
a member of the public who heard a 
splash from the Borough Hall side of 
the river at about 7.15pm and 
believed it was a person falling or 
jumping into the water. However, no 
trace of anyone could be found. 

A week later, having seen a 
newspaper report about the river 
search, another witness contacted 
police to say that he was in the area 
of Victoria Road on the same evening 
at about 9pm, when he was 
approached by a man carrying wet 
clothes. 

The man with the wet clothes asked 
the witness for a cigarette and 
explained he had fallen into the 
water and lost his rucksack along 
with a picture of his daughter. He’s 
described as a white man, aged in his 
30s, about 5ft lOins-llins tall, with 
brown hair. 

Although he was carrying wet 
clothes, he was wearing dry clothes 
including black nylon calf length 
trousers and black Croc-style shoes. 

Sgt Gavin Conder of the Missing 



Person Unit said: “We know that 
Felix’s phone was last active at 7pm 
on Friday November 30, and that it 
was in Bedford at that time. We also 
have a report of someone falling in 
the water at about the same time and 
also the report of a man with wet 
clothes about two hours later. 

“These three things may not be 
linked in any way but we would like 
to trace the man with the wet clothes 
to see if he can clarify any of the 
information we already have.” 

In the meantime, officers are still 
awaiting the results of DNA tests 
which would confirm that the body 
found in the river on New Year’s Day 
is that of Felix, who has been missing 
since November 30.

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Jobs go as Jessops 
closes Luton store

PHOTOGRAPHIC store Jessops 
has become the first high pro¬ 
file retail casualty of the year 
after going into administration. 

All 187 remaining outlets of the 
high street chain, including the 
store in The Mall, Luton, will 
now be closing with a total loss 
of around 1,370 nationwide. 

It is believed that the Luton 
branch employs a number of 
staff in part-time and full-time 
positions, and these jobs will 
now be lost. 

PricewaterhouseCoopers 
(PwC) were appointed adminis¬ 
trators on Wednesday following 
a ‘significant decline’, and 
announced the store closures on 
Friday afternoon. 

The store, which sells cameras 
and photography equipment, 
follows a raft of firms that went 
into administration in 2012 
including Comet, Clinton Cards, 
JJB Sports and Game Group. 

Jessops, which was founded in 
Leicester in 1935, had 192 stores 
in the UK. 

On Friday Rob Hunt, joint 
administrator and partner at 
PwC, said: “It is apparent that we 
cannot continue to trade and as 
a result we have had to make the 
difficult decision to begin the 


closure of all 187 Jessops stores 
at the close of business today. 

“Regrettably, this will result in 
around 1,370 job losses across 
the stores with further job losses 
likely, in due course, at the head 
office in Leicester. 

“The stock will be collected 
over the coming days and 
returned to a central warehouse. 
It will be returned to suppliers if 
they are entitled to it. As a conse¬ 
quence of the closure, Jessops is 
no longer able to accept returned 
product from customers. 


“This is a sad day for Jessops 
and its employees. We are very 
grateful for the support we have 
received and we will ensure that 
employees are paid as they assist 
the closure.” 

PwC said although Jessops had 
a strong reputation, its core mar¬ 
ket had declined significantly. 

Jessops will not honour cus¬ 
tomer vouchers. However, Tesco 
will give a full refund to any cus¬ 
tomer who had recently 
exchanged Clubcard vouchers 
for tokens to spend with Jessops.

Village left in the dark 
after cars strike pylon

RESIDENTS are demanding 
action at an accident blackspot 
where car crashes are cutting 
power supplies to their village. 

According to families at least 
four cars have ended up in a 
ditch and hit an electricity pylon 
along Sundon Road, Houghton 
Regis, in the last month alone. 

But every time the supply pole 
is struck, the whole of Chalton is 
left without power. 

The latest incident, which hap¬ 
pened at 1.30am on Thursday, 
left the village in the dark for 
nine hours. 

One resident, who asked not to 
be named, said: “There have 
been accidents over the last 
couple of years but over the last 
month it has become a real 
blackspot. 

“Of course we are very worried 
about the wellbeing of the 
motorists that are coming off the 
road and it is a concern that one 
day someone might be very 
badly hurt or even killed. 

“At the same time, the residents 
in the village are regularly being 
left without light and heating, 
which is an inconvenience. 

“After the latest car ended up in 
the ditch on Thursday we were 
left without power from 1.30am 


to 10.30am. 

“It doesn’t sound bad as it is 
overnight, but it means that peo¬ 
ple went to work without a show¬ 
er or a hot breakfast - and with 
the cold weather making a 
return, it is a real worry. 

“I don’t know what can be 
done, but there needs to be some 
action taken.” 

Central Bedfordshire 

Councillor, Budge Wells, said: 
“We are aware that there have 
been a number of loss-of-control 
crashes at this bend. 


“We have already placed verge 
marker posts around the bend. 

“The chevrons were damaged 
before Christmas and due to a 
large gas main in the immediate 
area, Transco said that they had 
to be present when we were 
doing the digging. 

“This delayed our work but the 
chevrons have now been 
replaced. 

“We are also aware that the 
electricity company are plan¬ 
ning to move the supply pole 
away from the bend.”

I MADE the point last week 
that the Ministry of Justice 
press office was not being 
very helpful. 

It is perhaps time to make a 
wider point that press offices 
generally are becoming less 
helpful. I say this with some 
trepidation as there is a risk of 
upsetting all press officers, 
including the present Mrs Lowe. 
And there are obviously some 
that are better than others and 
some organisations that are run 
better than others. 

But there are two issues com¬ 
ing through: one a lack of alacri¬ 
ty; the other a certain disdain for 
the press. Before anyone yells it’s 
just you, these issues are not 
confined to this newspaper, this 
publisher or this area. 

As we move towards daily 
online newspapers, the need for 
comment on a story in hours, not 
days becomes imperative. 

Local hospitals, councils, etc. 
would hate it if they were not 
allowed to comment on a story 
affecting them. 

They may even go to the Press 
Complaints Commission to 
complain. But newspapers have 
deadlines, which are becoming 
shorter and shorter, a fact that 
seems to gone unnoticed by 
some of these press offices. 

There is also a view that it 
doesn’t matter anyway, almost 
as if public scrutiny was a thing 
of the past. 

No-one cares what councillors 
do these days, which is mainly

nothing, seems to be the belief. 
Yet stories on local government 
and its impact on the local com¬ 
munity, still gets massive com¬ 
ment, both online and in the 
letters’ pages. The people care, 
even if the administrations don’t 
appear to. 

News organisations still need 
to act as the ‘fourth estate’, scru¬ 
tinising and criticising - or even 
praising - what local govern¬ 
ment and the local organs of 
national government get up to. 

So it might become a more 
common response that the sub¬ 
ject of the story had declined to 
comment by the time we went to 
press. That’ll cheer them up. 

A TORY MP said this week that 
there should be a referendum on 
Europe because we do not know 
what people think and need to 
find out. 

We do not know what people 
think of benefit cuts and perhaps 
should have a referendum on 
that. 

We are told that benefits have 
to fall because working people’s 
wages are falling, as if two 
wrongs make a right. Of course 


the rich have had cuts as well - in 
the taxes they pay. 

Perhaps a referendum would 
be a good idea on where the 
people think the cuts should fall. 
After all, we are all in it together, 
aren’t we? 

TWO THIRDS of Luton people 
who responded to a survey said 
they want to see the expansion of 
Luton Airport. 

If you include me that’s two 
thirds plus one. Air travel has 
been increasing, is increasing 
and will continue to increase. So 
Luton should take advantage of 
that. 

There are excellent communi¬ 
cations by road and rail to get 
passengers to and from the air¬ 
port. Planes are much safer and 
much quieter than they used to 
be, so the environmental 
objections are less important. 

And the expansion would 
double the capacity and create 
more than 5,000 jobs, all within 
the present site. 

What’s not to like? Let’s hope 
that Luton Borough Council 
planning committee thinks the 
same.

Change plans with 
new travel scheme 


Travel Luton is a new initiative promoting 
sustainable and active ways of getting to 
work, school and college. 

LAUREN ARCHELL discovers how and why the 
scheme plans to change the travel habits of 
people in the town 


WOULD you car share, cycle or 
walk to work? 

Maybe it’s not something that 
you have considered, but Travel 
Luton plan to change that. 

More than 3,500 people have 
already signed up to the new 
scheme, which aims to get resi¬ 
dents using active and more 
sustainable methods of getting 
around. 

A team of travel advisers, or 
the ‘purple people’ as they are 
popularly becoming known, are 
visiting residents, businesses, 
schools and community groups 
in Luton to offer ideas and 
encouragement for people to 
change their travel choices. 

The advisers are able to help 
you find ways of travelling that 
can save you money and time; 
help you get or stay fit, or simply 
find more enjoyable and less 
stressful ways of getting from 
A to B. 

Throughout the summer of 
2012 the team knocked on doors 
and visited community events 
to encourage both residents and 
workers to walk, cycle, take 
public transport or car share 
when making local trips. 

Nicola Scott, a Travel Luton 
team leader, said: “We have 
been amazed by the response 


we have had. 

“More than 3,500 people have 
already signed up to the 
scheme, and in addition most 
participants have also taken up 
a challenge to try a sustainable 
method of travelling. 

“These have varied from mod¬ 
est targets, such as walking to 
the local shop instead of using a 
car, to bigger changes such as 
using the bus to get to work 
every day. 

“We would like to say a huge 
thank you to everyone who has 
taken part so far.” 

Some may be worried about 
how to begin making a big 
change to their routine but 
Nicola said that the advisers 
were there to help answer any 
questions. 


She said: “We can help to put 
in place a support package 
offering guidance and assis¬ 
tance, and can provide maps 
with safe cycle routes, bus 
timetables and information on 
local walks to help make the 
transition smoother.” 

If you’re not keen to give up 
the warmth of your own car just 
yet, the team may be able to 
help you become a more 
fuel-efficient driver, which 
would reduce the amount 
spent on petrol and diesel. 

In November, residents were 
offered the chance to take part 
in driver training, with lessons 
run on behalf of the Energy 
Saving Trust.

provided an hour’s free tuition. 
Residents who took part drove 
an on-road circuit in Luton 
twice, logging miles-per-gallon 
to see how much improvement 
they made. 

Simon Hall was the most 
improved driver, making a 28 
per cent reduction in fuel 
consumption. 

This would equate to annual 
savings of £690 in fuel costs and 


a reduction of 1,267 kg in 
carbon dioxide. 

The team has also been engag¬ 
ing with businesses in Luton to 
encourage staff to think about 
alternative ways of getting to 
work instead of driving alone. 

So far Luton and Dunstable 
Hospital, Luton Borough 
Council, Basepoint Business 
Centre Butterfield, Luton 
Community Housing, In 


Training, London Luton Airport 
and Vauxhall have all had visits 
from the advisers.

Would you like a side 
dish of cockroaches?

A TAKEAWAY shop owner has 
been fined more than £3,000 
after live cockroaches and bugs 
were found on the premises. 

Mohammed Zaheer, owner of 
Halal Fried Chicken and Dawaat 
in Dunstable Road, Luton plead¬ 
ed guilty to four food hygiene 
offences and a health and safety 
offence at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court on Monday. 

Environmental health officers 
were carrying out a routine 
inspection when they discov¬ 
ered the insects in the kitchen 
and servery area. 

A further inspection revealed 
that more bugs including adult 
and nymph cockroaches were in 
the premises. 

Around 15 dead bugs were 
found in a puddle of grease on 
top of a pressure fryer. 

Officers found the shop was 
filthy with grease and food 
debris including cooked rice, 
vegetable matter and dried meat 
discovered on the floor under 
equipment. 

There was also a lack of hand 
washing facilities and danger¬ 
ous electrical equipment. 

Zaheer decided to close the 
premises and co-operated fully 
with officers before re-opening it

in December 2011. 

At the time of the offences, the 
business was a takeaway selling 
fried chicken, kebabs, curries, 
rice and pizza, but has subse¬ 
quently stopped trading. 

Zaheer was fined £3350, and 
was also ordered to pay the 
council’s costs of £1,411, and a 
victim surcharge of £15. 

A second shop owner was also 
fined more than £4,000 after 
council officers found that his 
premises were also in breach of 
health and safety regulations. 


Shabir Ahmed, owner of A1 
Badar, also in Dunstable Road, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to the 
offences after officers found 
uncovered food stored under 
raw meat and fish. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: 
“Keeping a kitchen clean, safe 
and pest-free is vital for food 
safety. 

“The council takes the protec¬ 
tion of public health very 
seriously and will not tolerate 
businesses that put the health of 
local residents at risk.”

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Police: “Burglars 
are not welcome”

A POLICE scheme which proac¬ 
tively targets burglars has been 
branded a success, after almost 
70 arrests were made. 

Operation Peak, which began 
in October, has so far also seen 
more than 600 suspects stopped 
and nearly 550 of those searched. 

Of the 69 arrests made, 21 of 
these were related to burglary. 

The scheme, which involves a 
dedicated team made up of 
members from the Local Policing 
Team, Crime Reduction, ANPR 
units and Tasking Units, has 
targeted known offenders in 
Luton, as well as identifying key 
hotspot areas where burglary 
still remains an issue. 

Some of those arrested have 
included prolific offenders from 
Bedfordshire while others have 
been offenders from outside of 
the county who have travelled 
into the area. 

Speaking about the continued 
success of Operation Peak, Local 
Policing Chief Inspector Rob 
McCaffray said: “I’ve been 
delighted by the impact that our 
officers have had in the local 
community and we are already 
enjoying some positive outcomes 
from our pro-active approach. 

“We’ve said that we want

Bedfordshire to become a hostile 
environment in which to commit 
burglaries and I think that mes¬ 
sage has been out there from the 
start. 

“We’ve said from day one that 
we intend to disrupt burglars 
and other offenders within our 
towns and the signs are that 
Operation Peak is doing just that. 

“We’ve adopted a ‘Firm, Fair 
and Friendly’ approach to deal¬ 
ing with known offenders and 
other suspects and this will 
continue. 

“The message from 


Bedfordshire Police is simple - 
burglars are not welcome.” In the 
coming months, suspects can 
expect to see an increase in daily 
interaction with police officers 

Known offenders and suspects 
found to be in particular hotspot 
areas can also expect an increase 
in the use of stop-and-search as 
Bedfordshire Police aims to send 
out a clear message that burglary 
will not be tolerated. 

Local policing teams will also 
be distributing prevention 
advice in areas identified as 
burglary hotspots as well as 
executing a number of search 
warrants.

TWO late tries helped Luton 
secure an 19-18 win on the road 
to Old Haberdashers in a closely- 
fought contest in terrible condi¬ 
tions yesterday afternoon.

The top of the table clash 
offered Dees the chance to leap¬ 
frog the visitors and go top, but 
Dunstablians will be left counting 
the cost of a middle phase of the 
game that cost them the game.

LUTON coach Alan Neilson says 
there will be no divided loyalty in 
his family when the Hatters meet 
Norwich City in the FA Cup.
